WHOLESALE POISONING. 


Two 
Tvvr> of a PollBh Family Dead and 


Otliorx I>yln(t Ncnr Syracuse, N. Y. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Dec. 10.— The vil- 


lage of .Solvnne, a suburb of Syracuse, 
was excited Tuesday night Jver the 
wholesale poisoning of a Polish family. 
Two are already dead, and it is ex- 
pected that two other members of the 
family will die. Only a fortnight ago 
Jos. Anowak, an employe of the Sol- 
vay Process Co., was attacked together 
with his wife and five children, by a 
sudden illness, which at that time ex- 
cited much comment. 


At 0 o'clock Tuesday morninff the en- 


tire family was seized by a similar ill- 
ness, accompanied by vomiting and ex- 
cruciating 
suffering. 
A 
physician 


was summoned, but. despite his endeav- 
ors two of the family succumbed at 5 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon. They were 
Agnes, aged •!, and Mary, aged 5. 
The 


physician who attended them has no 
hesitation in pronouncing the case one 
of poisoning, but whether it is due to 
deliberate murder or accident, is at 
present unknown. The police of this 
city are working on the case, and it is 
expected that important arrests will 
be made before morning. 
At a, late 


hour Tuesday night, two other chil- 
dren, John and Joseph, were not ex- 
pected to live.

Ttoeir Report Contains a Few Suggestions 


as to Iis Manaoement. 


the KecommrmJation That the 


CommlHHlonerH T«ke Charge of Tluit 


Institution—Big Slatlcmtry BI11» in 


County Offices—The Dally Court 


House Uu<lget. 


The long-delayed report of the com- 


mittee to examine the report of the' 
county commissioners and turn-pike di- 
rectors was filed this moruing. 
The 


report is made up principally of recom- 
mendations concerning the manage- 
ment of the county infirmary arid' the 
former recommendation that the county 
comissioners take charge of that insti- 
tution, is renewed. The report itself, 
however, states that former recom- 
mendations by the examiners have not 
been heeded, but they go on recom- 
mending just the same. 


The mutter of extravagance in the 


purchase of stationery, supplies, etc., 
lor county offices is also given a short 
paragraph. 


The report in full is as follows: 
"The clerical erzora found were few 


and not important and have all been 
rectified by the proper officials. 
The 


accounts and records of the county, so 
far as \ve have had occasion to examine 
them, we regard as being neatly and 
correctly kept, with the exception that 
we found a number of claims which 
had been presented to and approved by 
the board of infirmary directors with- 
out having been first properly itemized 
Special attention haa been called to; 
this matter by former committees, and 
•we can do little more than emphasize 
their suggestion: 'that no claims should 
be allowed or paid without beingt first; 
specifically itemized.' 
J 


"We find that the expenditure foij 


atationery, supplies, etc., for some oft 
the offices has very considerably in- 
creased over that of former years. 
We 


suggest that so far as practicable, an 
estimate of such supplies as are needed 
for the various offices might be sub- 
mitted each month to the county com- 
missioners to be purchased at whole- 
sale. 


"We think that all allowances to 


officials and others for services should 
be what such services in each instance 
are worth, rather than the maximum 
permitted by tho statute, as is too gen- 
erally the rule. 


"We recommend that the superin- 


tendent of the infirmary submit to the 
board of infirmary directors an estimate 
of the supplies needed for the infirmary 
each month and that the same be pur- 
chased by the board at wholesale. 
The 


committee, in its report last year, say 


We suggest that the infirmary directors 
and superintendent keep an itemized 
account of and file an annual statement 
showing the actual productions, crops, 
etc., raised on the farm, the amount 
consumed at the infirmary and the pro- 
ceeds of sales, if any are made.' This 
suggestion, which we think a good one, 
does not seem to have been observed. 
We think it should be. 


"We heartily concur with the former 


recommendation that the management 
of the c ranty infirmary should 
be 


placed directly in the hands of the 
county commissioners.
